They are also “‘gravely 
concerned over the level of 
funding provided for spe- 
cial education. 

There has been no in- 
crease in special education 
funding across.the provirice 
this year even though most 
boards, including the 
PVNC, have experienced 
significant increases in en- 
rolment. 

Some of the special edu- 
cation services that received 
grants last vear last vcar no 
longer qualify for funding 
because of the changes in 
the provincial government's 
funding criteria. 

This has forced the 
PYNC to make adjustments 
to some of its programs 

The Board savs it will 
continue to lobby the gov- 
ernment for adjustments in 
the funding formula to ad- 
dress these concerns. 

Caroline Burke. Chair of 
the Board. savs she is 
**pleased that administration 
has managed to bring in a 
budget ‘within the Ministry 
of Education funding guide- 
lines while maintaining the 
current levels of staffing. 
programs and services. 

**Administration has 
worked very hard to ensure 
that the quality of Catholic 
education is maintained 
throughout the system while 
still meeting our fiscal re- 
sponsibilities, added Di- 
rector of Education Don 
Folz. 

**These have been chal- 
lenging times for all 
boards.”Mr. Folz says. "and 
we will continue to request 
that the Ministry review its 
funding model to ensure that 
all student needs are ad- 
dressed.”

Photo 


Safety First

When a child is born there 
are many things that parents 
need to buy. Some things are 
for sleeping and some are for 
eating and some are for 
safety. In order for a child 
to be transported safely in a 
vehicle you need to have a 
car safety seat. This does not 
mean that you can just pick 
up any old one from a clear- 
ance rack and put it into your 
car. There are different regu- 
lations and different require- 
ments that need to be looked 
at for different children. The 
child’s height, weight, be- 
haviour characteristics, and 
medical conditions need to be 
assessed and taken into con- 
sideration to determine an 
appropriate restraint device. 

Car safety seats are very 
important in many ways. 
Many children are killed each 
year because they were not 
safely restrained while they 
were travelling in a vehicle. 
Parents need to take the ini- 
tiative and keep their children 
safe. Parents just need to 
remember to make sure that 
the car seat that they are 
buying has passed all the 
necessary tests and the box 
should have a sticker or say 
that ithas before buying just 
any old one on the shelf that 
looks nice. Children deserve 
to be safe while travelling 
and it is up to the parent to 
provide the protection. 


Sadly enough, most par- 
ents take car seats for 
granted. They use them for 
basically the same reasons 
they use their seatbelts: for 
protection, and because it’s 
the law. And just as with 
seat-belt wearers, most par- 
ents don’t want to think 
about the possible results of 
an accident. But proper in- 
stallation of car seats is cru- 
cial if they are to function 
safely and properly. When 
safety seats are correctly in- 
stalled and used, the risk of 
mortality is reduced by 69 
percent for infants under age 
1, and 47 percent for tod- 
dlers aged 1-4. 

Motor-vehicle crashes are 
the leading cause of unin- 
tentional injury-related 
deaths among children 14 
and under. Car seats and 
safety belts are highly effec- 
tive in preventing injuries and 
death. Howéver, about 40 
percent of children ages 4 
and under still ride unre- 
strained. 

Once parents purchase a 
seat, they need to make sure 
it is installed correctly by 
following the instructions 
accompanying the seat and 
directions for car-seat use in 
the motor vehicle owner’s 
manual. All car seats come 
with a‘locking clip to secure 
the car séat. Parents should 
test their car’s seat belts to 
test if the locking clip is nec- 
essary to correctly buckle 
the car seat into the vehicle. 


Of 48 children under five 
killed as passengers in mo- 
tor vehicles in 1997, at least 
31 were known to be riding 
in safety seats designed to 
save their lives, reports 
Transport Canada. A further 
2,529 sustained collision-re- 
lated injuries. A multitude of 
nationwide surveys, how- 
ever, indicates that the ma- 
jority of those safety seats 
were likely incorrectly used 
or improperly installed. Most 
consumers are also unaware 
that safety seats have a life 
span. Seats should not be 
used beyond ten years, says 
Transport Canada. Some 
manufacturers now place 
expiration dates on their 
seats, granting life spans of 
six to eight years. 

A properly installed car 
seat for your young one may 
just save a life in case of a 
mishap. Hopefully, you will 
never have to find out!

IN THE BLOOD 


The Canadian Family 
business - so many people 
own them, work in them and 
support them as customers 
or clients, but no one seems 
to agree on what makes 
them tick. INTHE BLOOD 
(Doubleday Canada/April 
22,2000/$34.95 ) by Gordon 
Pitts looks at how these busi- 
nesses function and how 
they don’t. Big and small, 
these businesses’ futures 
hinge on the highly charged 
relationships between family 
members. These dynamics 
are what make the family 
business so successful but 
also so difficult to sustain 
over generations. 

Family profiles 

Among the families pro- 
filed in the book are the 
Cuddys and the Smiths of 
London, Ontario, who ex- 
emplify the family business 
paradoxes - the affection and 
the contempt, the love and 
the hate. These are families 
that talk about their busi- 
nesses in almost mystical 
terms. They speak of values 
and legacies and dynasties 
and missions. Despite all this 
passion, or maybe because 
of it, they have found it dif- 
ficult to take their companies 
from the first to the second 
generation. The struggles of 
several family businesses 
have been fodder for many 
a newspaper story, to the 
point that “family business” 
today is almost synonymous 
with “feuding business.” 
Besides the Cuddys, the 
high-profile battling clans 
have included the Bentalls 
of B.C. whose office tow- 
ers form the core of down-

meat-packing Mitchells, the 
biggest private employers in 
Saskatoon. All these large 
companies were built by very 
smart people, but were torn 
apart by years of jealousy 
and suspicion.

In these remarkably can- 
did profiles, Canada’s most 
prominent business families 
describe the successes and 
failures of their empires at 
the hands of family mem- 
bers. Well-known author and 
business reporter Gordon

tain their dynasty. Pitts re- 
veals the goings-on of the 
corporate boardrooms and 
living rooms of some of 
Canada’s most powerful 
family-oriented business in- 
cluding;

What becomes clear from 
all of their stories is that peo-

It’s not just a ques- 
tion of the so-called “lucky 
sperm club”, the simplistic 
concept that leadership is a 
high-odds gamble as we 
head down the generational 
road. Of course there are 
children who lack the drive 
of their fathers, and daugh- 
ters who are frustrated by 
their less capable brothers’ 
unwillingness to share 
power. In other roles at other 
times, these people can be 
quite competent and well- 
adjusted. The quarrels that 
emerge from ill-fitting roles 
are often not waged over 
larger issues. They are the 
product of a thousand 
slights- patterns that began 
at an early age and have per- 
sisted into adulthood. That is 
what makes IN THE 
BLOOD so evocative - it 
could be your family or my 
family. These are roles that 
we all play and the stories 
are close to the heart.

Summer is prime bicy- 
cling time in Canada. Ninety 
per cent of all children un- 
der the age of 10 own a bi- 
cycle and ride regularly ac- 
cording to a study by the Ca- 
nadian Medical Association. 


cause of death and injury 
among young children. Most 
of those injuries occur less 
than five blocks from home. 
Head injuries account for 80 
per cent of all cycling deaths. 
Even those who survive a 
head injury may never regain 
the abilities they once had. 
The brain does not heal as 
easily as a broken bone. 

Given those facts, why 
would anyone choose not to 
wear a bicycle helmet? Hel- 
mets have been found to re- 
duce head injuries by 85 per 
cent. Although Ontario law 
only requires cyclists under 
the age of 18 to wear an ap- 
proved bicycle helmet, using 
one is a good idea for people 
of all ages. After all, statis- 
tics show those who don't 
wear helmets may need their 
heads examined! 

It’s important to be con- 
sistent. Children should not 
be allowed to ride their bikes 
unless they wear helmets. If 
achild’s friends all do so, he

Adults can set a good exam- 
ple (while protecting them- 
selves at the same time) by 
using this important piece of 
safety equipment. 

A good fit is important in 
a helmet. It should cover the 
top of the forehead and 
should not slide forward or 
backward. A nice snug feel- 
ing to the helmet and its 
straps is what's called for. 
If children are allowed to 
choose ones they like. 
chances are better that the 
helmets will be used. Size of 
a bicycle in relation to its 
rider is also important from 
a safety standpoint. Bicy- 
clists should be able to strad- 
die theimbike frames while 
standing with both feet flat 
on_the ground. 

Of course, helmet use 1s 
just one aspect of bicycle 
safety. All cyclists must use 
good judgement in order to 
be safe on the road. My own 
eight-year-old daughter has 
just learned to ride her bike 
without training wheels. Her 
newfound feeling of freedom

is matched by my increased 
concern about her safety 
while bicycling. Children un- 
der the age of nine are too 
young to be expected to 
make good decisions about 
traffic. They are safer bicy- 
cling with an adult. 

One of the most danger- 
ous intersections of all is the 
one where our own drive- 
ways meet the road. By 
teaching ourselves to stop 
before entering the road and 
scanning to the left, ahead, 
right and left again, we will 
be safer. Learn the rules of 
the road and safe cycling 
practices. Bicycling is fun 
and a great physical activity. 
A few good habits can keep 
it that way.

Per- 
mission was obtained and 
the Trenton Air Cadet Camp 
was bom. Basic survival and 
camping skills were taught 
and team sports were played.

It be- 
gan with a letter from 
Hukowich to Galt, dated 
June 23, 1997, which ex- 
pressed some broad health 
concerns, including water 
quality. As Parliamentary 
Assistant to the Minister of 
the Environment, Dr. Galt 
obtained information from 
the Ministry to address those 
concerns. He related them to 
Hukowich in a meeting on 
Aug. 29, 1997. 

Dr. Galt said he received 
no further correspondence 
from Hukowich on this mat- 
ter and felt the concerns had 
been addressed to the 
MOH’s satisfaction. 


Issue Resurfaces 

The issue resurfaced fol- 
lowing the tragedy in 
Walkerton when Dr. 
Hukowich distributed his 
original letter to local media 
with the claim that Dr. Galt 
had never responded. 
Hukowich then issued his 
letter of retraction dated June 
23rd which acknowledged 
that Dr. Galt had, in fact, 
responded to his concerns. 

Then on July 13th, the 
Toronto Sun released its 
story, ignoring Hukowich’s 
admission of retraction and 
noting his concerns were _ 
never addressed in the llth’ 
paragraph. 

That prompted Dr. Galt to 
say he was astounded by Dr. 
Hukowich’s comments in 
the media.

Aug. 29th, 1997, then he makes the same erroneous State- 
ments all over again. I think Dr. Hukowich has a real cred- 
ibility problem.” 

Dr. Galt stressed. that he has always taken the concerns 
of the Medical Officer of Health seriously, but following a 
news release by Liberal leader Dalton McGuinty on the 
subject, he wonders whether the issue has more to do with 
politics than public health. 

“Dr. Hukowich is being used by the Liberal party to try 
and discredit my professionalism,” said Dr. Galt.

VRE bacteria 
forces hospital 


to isolate 


Trenton--Antibiotic-re- 
sistant bacteria is becoming 
more prevalent in health care 
facilities throughout North 
America, and Eastern On- 
tario, is no exception. 

The bacteria Vancomycin 
Resistant Enterococcus 
(VRE) was recently dealt 
with at Kingston General 
Hospital. It has now: been 
conf: ed in six patients at 
Quinte Healthcare Trenton 
Memorial, four of whom are 
current inpatients at the hos- 
pital. The affected patients 
and those exposed to the 
bacteria are being isolated to 
prevent the spread of bacte- 
ria. However, none of them 
are unwell due to their ex- 
posure. 

VRE is not dangerous to 
healthy individuals but can 
cause infection in a patient 
who is susceptible. It is very 
hard to treat with antibiotics 
should infection develop. 

The vigilance of nursing 
and medical staff at Quinte 
Healthcare Trenton Memo- 
rial. and the screening prac- 
tice of the Microbiology Lab. 
helped the hospital to quickly 
identify the presence of 
VRE. The staff immediately 
initiated additional infection 
and control measures .

Weighing in at slightly 
over 16,000 pounds (includ- 
ing the weight of the 1500 
gallon water reservoir when 
full), the vehicle can easily 
be managed by a two man 
crew. Thé selection of the 
tanker was a formidable task 
and was carefully consid- 
ered before purchase and 
will replace the older 1976 
tanker which is for sale. 

Council is pleased to in- 
form everyone that the bal- 


ance owing on the total cost 
of $130,000 for the new 
truck will be fully paid for 
within next year’s budget, 
another indication that Coun- 
cil is always looking after the 
concerns of the community.

' $canner/ monitors. 


When a fire is reported, 
the volunteer firemen are dis- 
patched to the location of the 
fire. Here in the country 
around Centre Hastings, the 
directions at one time in- 
cluded local information, 
like, “It’s on the dirt road 
behind Mike Smith's house, 
to the left of the fork, down 
behind where the old school 
bus used to be parked.” For 
those people that have lived 
here all their life, this is ad- 
equate. For a person that has 


- fairly recently moved to the 


area, getting there can some- 
times be a challenge. 

Somewhere between the 
playfulness of boyhood and 
the dignity of manhood, we 
find a dedicated creature 
called a volunteer fireman. 
They. come in assorted sizes 
and shapes, and have vary- 
ing likes and dislikes, pet 
peeves and idiosyncrasies. 
But, all volunteer firemen 
have a similar creed; to pro- 
tect the lives and property of 
the people living in their com- 
munity to the best of their 
ability. 

Volunteer firemen assem- 
ble from all walks of life:

They have also been put 
under extreme scrutiny this 
year because of water qual- 
ity issues and the connection 
being made with livestock 
manure.

The blessed bell was from 
the Catholic church in 
Batoche, Sask. The soldiers 
returned to Millbrook with 
their war booty and the bell 
stayed in Millbrook for 105 
years.

The brand new hospital in 
Port Hope is scheduled to 
open in less than three years, 
and will provide a state-of- 
the-art facility for the peo- 
ple who reside in west 
Northumberland. 

The Minister, Elizabeth 
Witmer, announced that the 
government is providing 70 
per cent of the funding, a 
total of $38.4 million for the 
construction of the new hos- 
pital. 

“I know that the parties 
across the floor will be dis- 
appointed at this news,” said 
Galt in the Legislative As- 
sembly. “They have been to 
my riding several times to 
interfere in the plans for the 
new facility. But unlike the 
opposition parties, this gov- 
emmment has a positive plan, 
a plan to meet the changing 
needs of the people of On- 
tario.” 

Galt said that when the 
hospital opens, there will be 
more than 130 beds. There 
will be facilities for acute, 
ambulatory and complex 
continuing care, rehabilita- 
tion, a mental health service 
and a new emergency de- 
partment.

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Critical of County 
ambulance decision 
Dear Editor: 


_ Awhile back Northumberland County stated that it is cheaper for the County to con- 
tract out ambulance services than it is to run it themselves. 

That’s all fine and dandy, except for one thing. 

Where’s the proof to substantiate that? The running of the ambulance service is some- 
thing new for the County of Northumberland. So where are the figures to justify con- 
tracting it out? 

There shouldn’t be any because, to my knowledge, the County has never operated one 
before this. 

Different municipalities around us have held public meetings to let their taxpayers 
comment on how they want ambulance services and how much it will cost, such as 
Peterborough County. 

Even the EBI group the County hired to undertake the Request for Proposal (RFP) 
said it’s cheaper to retain as a public entity than to contract it out. . 

Northumberland didn’t allow us, the taxpayers, to have our say on this importan 
matter. They just decided to put out an RFP and to contract out the ambulance service. 
The County has also stated it will own all the equipment and the ambulances. However, 
officials don’t want those who know how to use the equipment and work the ambu- 
lances best--the paramedics--to do it. The County explains that the reason for this is, and 
I quote, “they don’t want any more employees.”

renovation scam 


In the wake of recent re- 
ports of home renovation 
frauds, the Northumberland 
OPP reminds the public to 
be extremely cautious. 

“If sales people are com- 
ing to your door, or initiat- 
ing contact with you with 
regard to home renovations 
such as roofing, driveway 
paving, windows, etc., be 
careful,” the OPP reminds. 

“Particularly if they are 
unknown to you it is best to 
seek references from friends 
and relatives to assist in the 
choice of who you hire to 
do maintenance.” 

Police suggest if you did 
not call people yourself close 
the door and make inquiries 
into the company. 

“Always get two or three 
estimates on any home 
maintenance job prior to 
committing to one,” says an 
OPP spokesperson. “Other- 
wise you are at risk of being 
defrauded. Many of these 
outfits are charging exorbi- 
tant prices and operate on 
high pressure salesmanship.” 

Police caution that the eld- 
erly are particularly vulner- 
able. As a result, work is 


often poorly done, or money 
is coerced out of the cus- 
tomer and the work is never 
completed. By using con- 
tractors with good reputa- 
tions, the police suggest, you 
are much less likely to be- 
come a victim to this form 
of fraud. 

If in doubt check a con- 
tractor’s background with 
the Better Business Bureau. 
If suspicious of a company, 
you may - also call 
Phonebusters at 1-888-495-
